Gas is as yet in a state of uiider-development. althotiKli its existence 
has been known commonly for a long time. 

Kentucky is mo\ in;; toward the front as a coal producing »tat»>— 
to mention one of the older known mineral resources— but its deposits 
of bituminous eoal have been scratched merely. Its coal lands have 
l.een skirted here and tliere tapped by railroads which are over-l.ur- 
dened by the resultiiif,' avalanehe of coal. 

It has lieen said, by some i)ersons s|)ellkill^' bitterly, iiiid Iiy ii 
larger number speaking truly but with an amused onlooker 's detached 
interest, that a Kentuckinn who has money to invest is more williup 
to buy shares in a Kold iniiie in Santo l)oiiiiMi:o or South America than 
to Stake his surplus upon the develo|)ment of the resources of Ken- 
tucky. 

Nearly a half century ii^'n -lMii-SO-Xatlianiel .Soiithtrale .-^haler. 
a distinguished geologist, a naiive .if Kenlucky, hut a firaditate of th.' 
Iiawrence Scientific School of Harvard University, was in char^'e >,( 
the Kentucky geological Survey. Afterward he was director of the 
Atlantic Division of th I'nited States Geological Survey and |.re>ideni 
of the Geological Society of America. His"Kentuek\ < .'eoloirical - 
ports and Memoirs,'' in seven volumes, reflected his interest in. and 
belief in. the hidden wealth of the state. 

The di.spositiou nf the average Kentuckian of rrotes.sor Shiiler"s 
period was to look upon a geologist as a man, like the eutomolgist. 
interested in nature; a. learned man finding delight in delving as the 
l-ntomolofjist finds jilc'isure in catching butterflies. Little attention 
, was paid, popularly., to his work- No great amount of attention has 
been paid to that of his suceeasors. Tet each in turn has said to the 
people of the state: "Here ties one kind of wealth. There lies an- 
other. In the hills beyond the hori/on treasure awaits those who will 
pick it up." 

And the tale is still being told. 

And the stor}' still is falling upon ears unatteutive to its meaning. 

While the Kentucky tieological Survey st'll prosecutes its work 
obscurely, is so fur as the state is concerned. 

Less than half of the state has been mapped for geological investi- 
gation lieeimsr of the limited resources nf the d'eoloyrieal Department, 

At the rate the work progresses another century will pass before 
the whole state will be mapped, although Ohio and West Virginia, 
nearhy states somewhat similar in tnpograj)h and resources, Iihvc 
completed their mapping, so that every farm and ijiiarry luay he 
touched by the finjier of a geologist. 

Kveii the proji'ct. of making the .Mammoth Oave tract a national 
park has been crippled by an utter lack of authentic iuforniatinn as to 
what are its resources and its elaiffis to preferment by the Federal 
Government. 

Just now some of the newer resources of the state are attracting 

eftention and |ii'..vokin!r discu.ssion. What are the resources rJT the 
still uncharted areas in our still undeveloped, unmapped state — 
largely unexplorefl by geoloi^sts— nobody can say.
